Walls That Don't Transmit Sounds. 
Experiments have recently been car­ 
ried out in Germany with the object 
of discovering methods and means for 
rendering walls and ceilings capable 
of effective resistance to sound trans­ 
mission. 
One of the more recently 
deviled methods involves the use un 
der the ceiling, or parallel to the wall, 
as the case may be, of a network of 
wire stretched tightly by means of pul­ 
leys secured into adjacent walls and 
not touching at any point the surface 
to he protected against sound.
